The largest Alaskan river emptying 
into the Arctic Ocean, the Colville, is 
gradually sliding down hill. It flows 
horth parallel to an eastern range of 
} hills and actually part way up on the 
slope of the hills, so that if. the 
| 8tream’s western bank ‘were cut, the 
water would abandon the present bed 
and flow down into the bottom of the 
valley. ‘The western side of the-riv- 
er is deep, where the current Is eat- 
ing into the bank yéar after year, but 
the eastern side shallows out into a 
broad stony beach which shows by its 
great width how far the river has al- 
ready travelled sideways. The ex- 
planation of the Colville’s eccentric 
conduct is that after it formed its bed 
and valley, as a normally behaved 
river bed does, there was a later con- 
tortion of the earth’s crust, lifting 
the stream bodily part way up the 
side of the slope. Ever since. the 
river has been trying to get down to 
its old level again.

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ABOUT SUMMERFALLOW. 

Among other things mentioned in the report of the Southern 
Alberta Survey Board, as submitted to the legislature, the principal 
was laid down that summerfallow should comprise at least half the 
acreage sown tocropin 1922. It further suggests that this sum- 
merfaliow shold be in good shape by June 15th. 

Since the Survey Board has also taken up the question of cred- 
its with the financial interests, and since the banks and commercial! 
houses will be watching developments in farming communities ir 
districts under consideration by the Board, it would be wellif al 
farmers concerned pay attention to this suggestion made by the 
Board. 

In dealing with this phase of the question the Calgary Herald 
says: “The man who deliberately attempts to get by with slipsho¢ 
farming operations will get little sympathy from creditors, but al) 
reasonable consideration will be given to farmers who show by the 
amount of summerfallowing done in June that they are trying to 
make good and to pay their debts.” 


THE LOCUST PEST. 

Experts, as well as men who-have had experience with the 
grasshopper plagues in other countries, appear to have no doubt 
that we are due for such a plague in this district this season unless 
drastic efforts are made to destroy the pests in the early stages of 
development. They claim that this menace has been constantly on 
the increase in this country since 1918, and that last year practical- 
ly the whole of Southern Alberta from the international boundary 
as or north as Olds, and east to the Saskatchewan boundary, was 
infested with billions of locusts and the eggs deposited were enor- 
mcus. 

They report that their investigations last year showed that in 
so: e districts in the west wheat yields were cut down about 10 
bu: hels to the acre by grasshoppers which were not nearly so num- 
ero sas they will be this year if they ever get a good start. 

According to these experts billions of locust eggs are now de- 
pos ‘ied along the roadside fence lines and in pasture fields. Late 
in }!..y or early in June these eggs develop into little black jumping 
locusts: From th eday they are born until about 40 days later they 
will have but two objects in life—to eat and rest at night. They 
eat from sunrise to sunset. 

Once a week they moult, and with each successive moulting 


their little wings get larger and larger, until after the fifth moult-| have their part to play. 


ing 5 they. are teady ts fly, and iced. 

After attaining the full wing stage, they will eat, but they go 
further afield for it, and poisoning is not as effective as when they 
are in moulting stage. 

It will be seen fro mthis that the time to get after them is in 
the early stages, and the results which may follow if proper atten- 
dion is not given at the propor time. 

The provincial government is doing its part in an ffort to-com- 
vat the possibility of an outbreak of this pest this year. It, there- 
‘ore, behooves every farmer, every farmers’ organization, and 
avery rural municipality, to render every possible assistance to the 
yovernment officials in making the campaign against these pests a 
success,

Te Settlers Canada Wants 


The figures of the recent census reinforces"the fairly well reeognized fact | 


that one of Canada’s needs is a larger population. With an area larger than 
that of the United States, with millions of the best agricultural lands in the 
world, and undeveloped natural resources of wealth beyond ‘all human com- 
putation, this Dominion has a population comparable to that of little Euro- 
pean countries like Belgium. * } 
Reference has been made to this outstanding Canadian problem on more 
than one o¢casion in this column, and while it is not necessary to repeat facts 
and figures, nor dwell at any great length on all the undoubted advantages 
which a substantial increase in Canada’s population would bring to every man, 


woman and child now in the country, it may be well to continue urging the 
necessity for the adoption of a far-seeing, businesslike and agerepelve national 
policy designed to meet Canada’s needs in this respect. 

Recently two important speeches were delivered in Eastern Canada on 
this subject, and in both instances commonsense views were expressed and 
sound advice given. One such address was delivered by Sir Clifford Sifton 
before the Toronto Board of Trade, and it must be admitted that if there is. 
any man in Canada qualified to speak on ihe subject of population, and the 
relation of immigration thereto, it is Sir Clifford Sifton. He has had practi- 
cal experience in handling the problem, and, while mistakes may have been 
made under his administration, he certainly succeeded.in obtaining results to 

‘a greater degree that any other man before or since his regime as Minister 
of the Interior, 

Sir Clifford showed he had little sympathy with many of the pet theories 
which find acceptance in some quarters these days.. There is, in his opinion, 
but one way to accomplish the desired results, and that is to go after stal- 
‘wart agricultural settlers, bring them to Canada, and put them on the farms 
where they can make good,’ “He is absolutely and unalterably. opposed to 


bringing in immigrants by the million without reference to their ability to: 


“make good” on the land. Half'a million-agricultural settlers of the right 
type are, in his opinion, worth ten million of other classes, - Settlers on the 
land would establish homes here and would bring about a natural permanent 
increase in’ population. Settlers of other classes if brought in would inevit- 
ably find their way to the cities, and create new and difficult problems, or 
would drift to the United States. 

The second@M@dress to which reference is made was by Professor CR 
Fay, of Toronto University, on the subject “Principles of a Sound Immigra- 
tion Policy.” Like Sir Clifford Sifton he strongly urged a policy of going 
after and getting settlers of the agricultural labor class. At the same time 
hie argued that good agricultural laborers could be obtained in the Old: Coun- 
try from a wider class than that of tle farmers and farm laborers, if they 
are given the necessary training. He held, therefore, that Canada’s immigra- 
tion policy should provide for the giving of such training, and in this connec- 
tien instanced the success achieved in so many instances by soldier settlers 
under the Soldier Settlement Board. He advocated the éxtension of this 
policy for the direction of land settlement as a whole. : 

Professor Fay summed up modern conditions of suecessful settlement as 
requiring: 

1. Land with reasonable marketing facilities. 

2. The right kind of land for the settler and the oan kind of crops for the 
land. 

3. Sufficient daniels 3 some settlers might be able 16 provide the whole for 
themSelves, but assistance | in the shape of loans would dicted be required 
in most cases. 

The first essential to holding good settlers on the land was the right 
policy of land seitlements. The second was the reconstruction of rural life 
around various forms of co-operative enterprise. Co-operation means, he 
said, better business, better farming, and a better country life. 

The old policy of bringing settlers into the country and then leaving 
them to shift for themselves will not do. They must be assisted in estab- 
lishing themselves and taught as to the methods which make for sucéess in | 
this country. Furthermore, hand in hand with, or rather in advance of, the 
adoption of an aggressive policy to obtain this type of settlers, there must 
be action by the Federal Government to ensure to the .people, now on the

The Rampan was converted from a 
steamer during the war into a motor- 
ship with 1,800 horsepower Diesel 
engines. The smokestack, however, 
was not disturbed, but instead fitted 
with floors on each deck and the top 
roofed over, 

The ship has a steam donkey lift- 
ing engine whose smokestack passes 
up through the funnel, furnishing 
ithe warmth for the comfort of the 
lounging sailors.
